This was no 
doubt highly satisfactory to the share- 
holders, but as both the competing lines 
from China to Europe beat the P. & 0. 
steamers in the delivery of the home- 
, aud generally of the outward 
ones also, the latter company will be 
obliged toincreasethespeedofitssteamers 
for its own sake. Something like a 

ledge that it would do so was given 
by the Chairman in the House of Com- 
mons when the contract was attacked 
and under discussion there. Of the 
different conditions, as regards subsidy, 
on which the P. & O. is run, com- 
pared with its conipetitors, the Chair- 
man said ;—If we were to receive at 
the present: time payment for onr ser- 
vices in connection with carrying the 
mails at the same rate as the German 
line of steamers established by the 
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German Government ouly two years 
ago, instead of being paid £350,000 we 
should be receiving £600,000 a year, 
and if we were to be paid at the same 
rate as the Messageries Maritimes of 
France, we should receive a still larger 
payment. 

In addition to this serions competi- 
tion with the German and French lines, 
with the Blue Funnel and other lines iu 
China and with nninerous companies in 
India, there have been and are many 
outsiders which have carried off a great 
deal of trafic. The “free lance, 
“Canal wallah,” the “tramp” or as the 
French call them the “ragabond de 
?Océan” ave all well known in eastern 
ports, to the rain of the freights of 
the established lines, but considerably 
increasing the trade of the world. 
Outsiders camot be expected to look 
with the eyes of shareholders in 
a company like the P. & 0. on low 
freights, which often allow of business 
being done which would otherwise be 
impossible. And while admitting that 
the maintenance of such companies as 
the P. & O. and other established lines, 
in their present excellence, is necessary 
to trade, von-shareholders will consider 
that there is no reason why frei 
should be increased that the shareholders 
may receive a higher dividend than 
the satisfactory ones they have been 
receiving Jatély. ‘The Company will 
strengthen its position in the “China 
trade and earn more money by sending 
here such swift and magnificent steamers 
as the Peninsular.

The telegram as to American action in 
Samoa appears as follows in the Hongkong 
papers :—Mr. Cleveland has addressed a 
message to Congress regarding Germany's 
action at Samoa, and states that he has 
instructed the Admiral to order # vessel 
there by way of protest. 

Quite a lively scene was witnessed on 
the Bund yesterday morning and carrying 
bamboos and coolies’ heads were in fre- 
quent conjunction. It seems that the car- 
rying coolies, like members of other native 
associations, profess to have vested intere 
in the Settlements, the coolies maintaining 
their right to be the sole carriers from the 
jetties to the different hongs. Yesterday 
morning, some of them were following 
their daily occupation of carrying materials 
from Kiukiang Road jetty to the new 
United States Consulate and they have 
have been so employed for some time, A 
lot of other coolies from the East Gate 
wished to turn an honest penny and com- 
mence work with the Settlement coolie: 
whose vested interests being at stake they 
resented the intrusion, and after arguing 
with the interlopers finally commenced 
Sighting. Fora short time, the parties were 
all mixed up, and blows were freely ex- 
changed. The Shanghai men got the worst 
of it and one of their champions Jost his 

jueue and received a rather severe blow in 
the mouth, but on some Chinese constables 
appearing. the scene was changed, and 

lee of the interlopers were arrested and 
marched off to the Central Station where 
they are now locked up. A similar row 
occurred on the Bund in 1876.

86,618 tons over the arrivals in 1886. 
The junk trade amounted to arrivals 
of the number of 23,521 measuring

The deductions draw from 
this table are that foreign vessels of a 
larger size are carrying on the trade, 
and that junks can searcely be said to 
be holding their own. ‘The building 
and sailing of steam Jaunches for local 
work are rather important interests in- 
Hongkoug, for 31 of these craft were 
built in 1887, with a tutal tonnage of 
2,872, as ayaiust 26 with a tonnage of 
1,659 in 1886. In the former year 102 
steam launches of all descriptions were 
licensed, 42 of them being authorised 
to carry passengers, 43 being private 
launches, and 19 ‘belonging to the 
Colonial Government aud the War De- 
partment.

‘Tue papers by this mail are taken up, to a 
large extent, with threadbare Irish questions 
aud such topics ss affairs in Suakin, us 
discussed in the House of Commons, which 
we hare since heand haye been more or less 
settled by force of arms. And they have 
nothing to say on these topics which has 
not been said before and quite as well. We 
pass these hy and come to a really interest- 
ing article in the Spectator on the strength 
of the Hapsburgs. ‘The Emperor Francis 
Joseph entered on the 3rd December on 
the fifth decade of the reigu, he was called 
to the throne when the Empire was in dire 
straits ; he was obliged to call in the help 

Russia to put down the rebellion in 
Hungary ; he has lost his Italian provinee 
and after all these misfortunes and discom 
fitures the Austro-Hungarian Empire seems 
as strong as it ever was. Hungary has 





- been reconciled ; the protectorate uf the 








npire has been extended eastward 
over Busnia and Herzegovina, and the 
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mixture of races, many of them antago- 
nistic in their natures and aspirations, 
live more comfortably together under the 
Hapsburgs than at any previous time. 
Divide et impera is the old maxim of the 
House, and how the ill-assorted peoples 
under their rule enable them to do this, is 
explained in this manner by the Spectator:-— 
In the first place, the diversity of the States 
which make up the Empire, in race, language, 
and civilisation, breaks every current which 
threatens to sweep away the Hapsburgs. Their 
subjects must move against them by detach- 
ments, No wave of emotion, anger, fear, or 
hatred can sweep over all alike. No occur- 
rence can affect them all in the same way, or 
induce all to resolve upon combined and 
simultaneous action. ‘That which annoys the 
Germans pleases the political Slavs, leaves 
the Magyars indifferent, and is unknown 
to the half-civilised masses in the extreme 
Fast, masses which twice at least in tl 
history of the Empire have suddenly re- 
filled the Hapsburg armies. This immunity 
from any movement at once popular ant 
universal is an immense security for the 
dyna: and they have another, stronger 
yet. It is the custom in this country to speak 
of the bond which ties together the States of 
the Austrian Maspire as extremely weak, and 
liable to be broken by any great shock, 
whether of war or insurrection ; but it is, in 
truth, one of the strongest conceivable,—so 
strong that it stood the strain of the earth- 
quakes of 1848, 1860, and 1866, It is nothing 
Jess than this, that if the Austrian Empire, 
the Hapsburg Dominion, should break up, 
each State composing it will be subjected to 
the precise fate which it regards as final ruin. 
Imagine the Hapeburge roken, and the 
Catholic Germans of the hereditary States 
must lose their individuality in Germany, 
a Germany essentially Protestant, and ruled 
by the Hohenaollerns, ‘They could have no 
other fate, nor would they waste energy and 
roperty in a futile effort to secure one. The 
Prete of Bohemia would be conquered inn 
trrelvenonth-as they have been twiceslready 
—and theneoforward would be governed by 
Germans as the Poles are in Posen,—that is, 
as enemies, The Magyars of Hungary, being 
isolated, would be lost at once in the multi- 
tude of their own Slay subjects, a fate they 
dread more than Ulstermen dread the ascen- 
dency of the Parnellites ; while Roumanians, 
Croats, Dalmatians, aud’ Serviaus would iose 
all individuality, ll historic pride, and all 
hope for the future, umler the flood of 
Northern Slavs whom even now they can but 
barely resist. |The Wallach or Transylvanian 
cease, is, in truth, typical of all. ‘The Wallach 
is neither German nor Slav, and has no tie to 
the dynasty whatever ; but without it he must 
ve the powerless subject of au inveterately 
hostile and overdominant race.

Her Majesty ster, in allowing the

ight be thought not unnaturally to enter-

The officials deputed are 
high class, come from a distance, cau hardly 
be expected tu be familiar with details of 
navigation, are instructed to report upon 
the progress of the negotimtions from time 
to time to their principals and can appa- 
rently conclude nothing without their rati- 
fication, Indeed the Kuling’s negotiators 
may reckon themselves fortunate if the 
are able to proceed without further bacl 
references to Peking, and it is clear that 
on the whole, instead of anything being 
gained acted under the plausible 
suggestion “Leave these details to be 
settled by the people on the spot and the 
parties more immediately concerned” 
whole atfair has, so to say, to be dise 
over again and the Peking authorities have 
simply succeeded in teuporurily shelving 
troublesome job which all concerned were 
doubtless heartily tired of discussing and 
only tuo glad to be rid of. 

‘The Deputies are all officials of rank and 
the two leading men ou each side have a 
bigh reputation for business capacity in 
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‘Chinese eyes. ‘Those from Szechuen com- 
prise two District Magistrates, (one of whom 
is the well-known Kwo Tsz-ta) oue Tantai 
and one Che-fu: from Wuchang come a 
District Magistrate and a Che-fu, the former 
s Manchu named Yi Kéng.

‘The first on the list are two Colonels named 
‘Ys‘ang Ts-ch'eng and Hsiao Wen-tien, who 
distinguished themselves in the expedition 
against the Lii-chia-wang savages on the 
cast const, but died in camp of malarious 
fever caught during the campaign. The 
next is a commander of a company, Wang 
Chih-li, who volunteered to lead the assanlt 
mn two occasions at Lii-chia-wang, and 
captured one of the enemy's forts. Inone of 
theengagements he was shot through the hip 
and desperately wounded, and he oxplre 
ays afterwards. Fourthly, a 
wv Ting Kuang-ling stationed at’ Ta- 
Iuppened to go to Formosa for his 
soldiers’ pay at the tine of the insurrection 
at Chang-hua, He therefore joined General 
Chu Huan-ning and marched with him to 
relieve the town. On the way he was 
surroundei by the rebels and attacked at 
once from before and behind, He fought 
to the last and was killed in the engage- 
ment. At the same time a Captain Chu 
Chia-ch‘i was stativned at Chia-i Hsien, 
where he died of sickness brought on by 
fatigue and exposure in keeping guard 
without intermission by night as well as by 
day. The Memoralist prays that His 
Majesty will be pleased to bestow on these 
officers the highest posthumous honours 
which are granted in cases of death in action, 
death from wounds, and death from disease 
after the performance of distinguished 
service.—Granted.

ESCAPE OF PRISONERS PROM JAIL, 

Dec. 25th. —Last summer a number of 
prisoners, some of them under sentence of 
death, were contined in the District, Magis-

‘The brick caught in the 
spikes at the top and he climbed up the 
rope and escaped. After be had gone, his 
feliow prismer in the same cell woke ‘and 
discovered what had happened.

(2) In the Gazette of the 12th of Novem- 
ber the Director-General Wa Ta-ch'eng 
gave an account of some repairs to the 
Yellow River embankment which he found 
it necessary to execute without a moment's 
delay at Jung-tse or Ying-tse Hien a little 
above Cheng-chou, Everything appeared 
to be beginning to go well again, when 
fresh danger occurred from the increasing 
‘size of the spit on the north shore, which 
threw the current against the south bank 
with greater violence than ever. Several 
lengths of fascines were waslied away, and 
on the 25th and 26th of October, a crack 
appeared in the middle of the great em- 
bankment four hundred feet long and forty 
feet wide. The danger was most imminent, 
but by the strenuous efforts of all concerned 
new fascines were affixed, earth thrown in 
and rammed down, heaps of stones piled 
up, and the embankment widened on the 
laud side. Security has thus been re-estab- 
lished.

has boen made in these matters, when 
ho will be at liberty to submit a further 
application on the subject. 


ALLOTMENT OF LAND TO MANCHU TROOPS 
IN TURKESTAS. 

(1) Last year an arrangement was mule 
by which the Manchu garrisons at Urumtsi 
and other places were all to be removed 
and concentrated at Guchen, and an appli- 
cation was made for permission to grant to 
the troops on their arrival there allotments 
of land similar t» those which they had 
abandoned at their old stations. It is now 
found that the land st Guchen is for the 
rmost part cultivated by the Chinese troops, 
and the only available portion is a certain 
district which was allowed to go out of 
cultivation duiing the rebellion. Even 
this was occupied some ten years ago by 
fugit » Tso Tsung-t'ang collected 























They have since multiplied considerably, 
and now number orer one thousands souls, 
and it is not considered expedient to dis- 
turb them and transfer the land to the 
Manchu troops. To the east of Guchen 
there are two tracts uf good land at Tung- 
wan aud Chung-ch'i, well watered by a 
mountain stream, aud measuring over 
10,000 mx. This wonld be insufficient 
for the requirements of the troops, but 
it. could be supplemented by further 
allotments at Ta-pan Ho and Hei Ch'a. 
At the former place there are three to 
four thousand and at the latter four to 
five thousand mu of available land, and the 
number of cultivators being very few they 
could easily be removed to other places. 
Before proceeding to give effect to this 
arrangement the Governor consulted the 
Manchu al at Guchen, and from his 
report it appears that the removal of the 
‘Manchu garrison at Pei-li-k‘un has not yet 
been completed, and that no progress has 
beon made with the settlement of the 
Urumtsi garrison at Guchen, Under these 
circumstances he considered it premature 
to proceed with the allotment of the lands 
in the above mentioned districts, and pro- 
poses that it should be deferred for a period 
of three years, in which suggestion the 
Governor concurs.

(2) Last year the Governor of Honan re- 
presented the necessity of continuing the 
telegraph line from Chi-ning Fu to K'ai-feng 
Fu, in order Lo keepup constant communica 
tion with Chéug Chou, on account of the im- 
portant works going on there, and the pro- 
posal having received the Imperial sanction, 
the schome was pushed forward, and the 
completion reported sume time ago to the 
Throne. ‘The Governor now remarks that 
the telegraph lines hitherto constructed in 
China have been divided into two classes, 
Government lines and private lines. The 
tract of country followed at present by the 
extended telegraph line contains no great 
centres of trade, and us the private m 
sages are not likely to be numerou: 
has been thought necessary to assist the 
enterprise by the grant of a Govern- 
ment subsidy. On account of the great 
expenditure connected with the repair of 
the Yellow River and the institution of 
relief measures, the treasury of the pro- 
vince would have experienced great finan- 
cial difficulties in maintaining  Govern- 
ment telegraph line, and the Governor 
therefore entered into consultation with 
Shéng Taotai at Chefoo, Director-General 
of Telegraphs, as to the mode of pro- 
codure to be adopted. It was accord- 
ingly decided that, as in Chibli, Shantung, 
Kiangsu, Chékiang aud other provinces, 
the management of the entire enterprise 
shoul be intrusted to werebants aud that 
as a contribution towards the object a loan 
of Tis. 20,000 should be made to them from 
the Yellow River funds. ‘The annual outlay 
in future is entirely to be in the hands of 
the merchants, and the question of loss or 
gain is in no way to affect the Government. 
Owing, however, to the smallness of the 
rerenue likely to be derived from private 
messages, and the very considerable ex- 
penditure entailed yearly by the main-

REVIVAL OF FORMER CONSTITUTIONAL USAGES

(3) Prince Li, O-to-ho-pu, Chang Chih- 
wan, Hi g-saén and Sun Yi-wén pre- 
sont'a Memorial soliciting the Imperial in- 
structions on the following subject. Some 
two years ago, when the Emperor assumed 
personal administration of the Government 
under the tutelige of HM, the Empress 
Dowager, it devolved upon the Memorialists 
conjointly to determine how far the old 
constitutional usages should be reverted to, 
in what cases they should be modified, and 
in what deferred for the moment,’ and 
the suggestions which they then sub- 
mitted met with the Imperial approval, 
In view of the entire assumption of 
the Government by His Majesty in the 
second moon of next year, the Memorinlists 
again carcfully considered, in conjunction 
with Prince Chan, to what extent the 
forme should there be reverted to, and how 
far the present temporary modifications 
should still he maintained, and their views 
on the subject being unanimous, they beg 
to submit the following proposals for the 
Imperial sanction : 

1.—The ceremony connected with the 
Emperor's visit to the Imperial Acad 
to hear a discourse on the duti 
oftice, will form the subject of a special 
decree to be issued hereaiter. 

2,—Memorial from officials in Peking and 
the provinces shall be addressed to the 

nperor alone, but those of a purely com 

plimentary nature shall be made out i 

Guplicate, one copy for the Empress 

Dowager, and one for the Emperor, 
3.—As regards officials presented to the 

Emperor by the various Boards, it is sug- 

ted that the present arrangenient should 
fe adhored to, and that the Privy Council 
should receive His Majesty's instructions 
respecting them at their usuxl period of 
audience. 

4.—As regards the Military examina- 
tions in the Palace, it was formerly the 
custom that the Board of War should ad- 
dress a Memorial to His Majesty request- 
ing him to examine the candidates in per- 
son, and it is now sugyested that this mode 
of procedure should be reverted to. 

5.—It is proposed to revert to the old 
custom of making out in the Manchu 
language the lists submitted for the Im- 
perial approval by the Board of War, of 
those offices selected for inspecting public 
officers at the period of fasting, and lists in 
the same languago of the Banner troops 
detailed for practice in blowing the conch 
on the city walls. 

6.—With regard to marking off the names 
of the criminals to be executed, it is pro- 
posed that the present practice ‘should be 
temporarily continued. The Memorialist 
would humbly solicit ‘the instructions of 
their Majesties the Empress and the Em. 
peror on the forgoing proposals, aud would 
ask that, where necessary, they should be 
communicated to the Government officors 
in Peking and the provinces.—Rescript by 
Her Majesty: Let it be as proposed.

China tea a 
especially yood China tea has still a strony 
hold upon the taotes of all enssuners iy at 
undoubted fact, but it must be good to 
hold ity own against Ceylon and India, 
‘The perishable nature of the raw leaf pre 
vents foreigners from taking the curing 
into their own hauds at a distance from the 
ruducing districts, as silk is done in the 
Kitely eateUliahod flatures, but sumething 
may be done by continually impressing on 
the native the necessity of improving his 
teas. ‘Their aim should be to wake small 
chops, and make them well, rather thaw 
bring'to market the gigantic quantities of 
ill-conditioued stutf which now often pass as 
f@ chop, and which give dissatisfaction to 
every one, ‘Theclimateof Chinuis notsobad, 
Dut that careful storage of leaf and proper 
manipulation would overcome all ditticulties. 

‘The Chinese have the tinest raw leaf in the 
world to work on, and it is only their own 
cupidity and denseness that prevents them 
from making the finest tea in the world, 
‘The ordinary profits are so small that a 
native would svoner make 1,000 piculs on 
the chanee of gaining a quart 
picul on it, thin make ® small chop and 
make it as Well us it is possible te do. OF 
cuurse a year like last year when they made 
Tis. 7 tu'Tls. 20. picul protit on large chops 
will militate against their makivg small 
good chops this season, but we may warn 
them, however, without prophesying that 
ruin stares them in the face unless they 
make their teas very very good. A large 
first crop badly made will de more harn 
to makers and shippers of China tea th 
can be repaired in two or three favourable 
seasons.

‘The numbers are perhaps worth record- 
ing ({ quote from “A Century of Christian 
Progress and its Lessu by the Rev. 
Jantes Johnson, F.S.8. ete., ete.) 

‘The populations of the countries ruled 
Dy Protestant Christian powers amonnt to 
468 millions, or a full third of the popula 
tion of the glube. 

The populations of the countries ruled 
by Reman CatholicChristian powers amount 
to 217 millivns, and these under the 
control of powers which belong to the 
Greek Christian Church, number 120 mil- 
lions ; the three figures together represent- 
ing 805 willions, or more than half the 
population of the world as under Christian 
rule. 

‘The increase of such control durin 
present century has been SLL millions, 
millions, and 90 millivns, for the Protes- 
tant, Roman Catholie, and Greek Christian 
| age respectively. How far that power 
has bee exercised, for the highest good 
of the subject races ia quother question ;

CHINESE CHARACTERISTICS. 


INABILITY TO CONSERVE TANGIBLE 
MEMORIALS OF THE PAST. 

‘There is no nation on the planet, 
which has a greater regard for antiquity. 
and with more reason, than the Chinese, 
But there is no country in which it is pos- 
sible to find so few niaterial relics of the 
distant past, as in China, We have already 
spoken of the Chinese hunger for fame, as 
well as of the ‘disregard of foundations.’ 
We have now to notice the relation which 
these two characteristics bear to one an- 
other, and their connection with the in- 
stinet of conservatism. The Chinese are 
very desirous of transmitting to those who 
come after, as well as of making known to 
contemporaries, a knowledge of whatever 
tends tu make themselves, their fawilies, or 
their dynasty great or notable. This is an 
impulse which they share with the rest of 
the human race. ‘The means by which they 
seek to accumplish this end, are the erec- 
tiou of memorial temples, memorial portals 

"ai-fang,’ stone or wooden tablets, and 
in the Ming dynasty the use of stone Sgures 
of men and animals lining the avenues to 
cemeteries. Of the swift ruin which over- 
takes every form of building constructed 
ona Chinese plan, and of the ruin of the 
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public roads, we have already spoken. 
Strictly speaking, there are nu old temples 
iu China, because uo Chinese temple ean 
withstand the elements more than a few 
score years at most, when it gives way to a 
new and revised edition, if it does not 
totally disappear. Temples, like fruit trees, 
have a definite period of life and if that is 
to be prolonged, they must be perpetuall 
grafted, or eles how sotons most be raised 
from the seed. The wooden lacquered! 
tablets, which are so highly ornamentall 
when new, aud so dismal when old, and 
which play so important a part in gratify- 
ing the Chinese desire for ‘face,’ aid 
‘fame,’ have but a limited duration, aud 
then disappear for ever. More permanent 
by far are the portals which are rected to 
the great scholars, fwmous ofticers, virtuous 
widows and maidens who may be so hou- 
oured as to have the right to them confer- 
red by imperial favour. When these struc- 
tures are made of well cut stone, are 
of the most advantageous size and) well 
situated, they are the finest representation, 
of Chinese architecture to be met with iny 
the Empire. A wealthy citiaen of Paris, 
Londen or New York, who wished to camber 
upon these eities a gift which should convey: 
an accurate and attractive view of what the + 
Chinese can achieve in ornamentation, . 
could not do better than tu order one of * 
these P'ai-fangs, and have it set up in a 
public park, where it would be admired for 
mavy generations. ‘The Chinese lavish, 
great sums on these structures, which are: 
to be seeu in immense numbers just ins 
proportion to the proximity of a supply afi 
Howes, If stones’ aru nut to be had, the: 
portals are made of wood, as in Peking, 
and very uch less than one generation is. 
royuired to reduce them to « condition of 
ruin. Like all other Chinese erections, 
they give way at the bottom, the tall 
posts begin to lean in different diree- 
tious, the lnequer scales off as if they had 
the leprosy in an exaggerated form, and 
large sections of the complicated orma- 
mental woodwork at the top are seen te 
be on the point of falling. ‘The sawe thing 
occurs in the ense of the stone portals, but 
on a more impressive scale. Although 
built of materials which ought to endure 
for cexturies, and although put up at great 
expefise, it is rare to find specimens which 
are thirty years old and yet in good re- 
‘The’ foundations siuk, the strong 
jron clamps give way, the heavy transverse

If erected 
ona large scale, they stand on the back of 
a gigantic tortoise, emblem of longevity, 
sot appear at first adapted to execute the 
commission with which they are charged, to 
perpetuate fame for ‘an hundred genera- 
tions,” if n ten thousand antiquities.” 
But the same vicious mode of construction, 
or rather destruction, rules the tablet, the 
the portal and the temple. ‘The foundation 
is inadequate, and sooner or later they all 
godown. The tortoise is decapitated by 
the attrition of ages, and buried up to the 
stump of his neck in the soil, while the 
precious fame-bearing tablet Ties proue on 
the earth, or shattered into many pieves, 
the fame being thus administered in what 
the physicians call “divided deses.’ Orif the 
tablet asa whole holds together, itamty form 
the seat at a way-side restaurant, a door- 
step, or even the pavement to a bridge.

In any case the inscription has been cut so 
shallow that it is almost or quite illegible. 
The traveller may penetrate half of the 
provinces in China, may examine every 
venerable tablet which he sees, and yet not 
find one which dates as far back as the 
Mongol dynasty (500 years ago), except in 
some ‘Forest of Tablets’ in a large city, 
under special care. 

We began by remarking that no na- 
tion has a greater regard for antiquity 
than the Chinese, ny contrast this 
wretched poverty of memorials of the 
past, with the overflowing wealth of the 
cities of the ancient empires, now ex- 
tinct, at the other end of the Asiatic cou- 
tinent, Babylon, Nineveh and Baalbel 
Instead of lofty columns of porphyry, 
the ruins of an ancient Chinese city cor 
sist of an unlimited supply of bits of 
tiles and brickbats. The only way to iden- 
tify the site of such an ancient city, as for 
example the Khanbalik of Kublai Khan 
near Peking, is to trace the mounds of earth, 
whichgive the mere outlineof what was once 
one of the world’s great capitals. Khanbalik 
was a comparatively modern city. What 
was the situation of the ancient capitals of 
the Yin, the Tang and the Sung dynasties 
as compared with the cities now to be 
found in the neighbourhood, the traveller 
finds it very hard to ascertain, for in China 
there is most literally no continuing city. 
‘That the Chinese rish to keep in remem- 
Drance the situation of ancient places, is 
evident from the fact that in the historic 
parts of the empire, it is common to find 
inscriptions over city gates, certifying that 
this was the ‘ancient’ such and such a 
chow, In some instances this tradition is 
kept alive simply by the pasting of a strip 
of red paper over the gate of a small market 
town, with characters conveying the an- 
nouncement, although it is impossible to 
find a single person who can give the exact 
location of the ancient city. * 

‘The preservation of that historical _know- 
ledge of the past, for which the Chinese 
have so great a respect, while it cannot be 
entrusted to temples, ‘portals, or tablets, 
for the reasons which we have already 
given, might be expected in the form of 
carefully prepared maps showing the old, 
the intermediate, and the new designations. 
of places which for two or three millen- 
niums have been historic. Works of this 
sort certainly do exist. One of them re- 
joices in the formidable title of Li Tai Yi 
Ti Yeu Ko Hsien Yao T’u, or Map of the 
Inwperial territory under successive Dynas- 
ties with their changes. ‘This appears 
to be exactly what is wanted by the 
student who wishes to revive the mighty 
past, and he sits down to an examination 
of the sixty or seventy maps, with a con- 
fidence that now at last the darkness of the 
bygone ages is to roll away, and light 












































is to break forth in its place. We have 
spoken elsewhere of the Chinese ‘dis- 
regard of accuracy,’ and these maps 


furnish fresh illustrations of this char- 
acteristic, whatever they may furnish in the 
Tine of ancient geography. ‘They are drawn 
with the purpose of exhibiting both the 
ancient and the modern names at the same 
time, the former in black ink, and the 
latter in red. As the scale of the map 
not a large one, one result of this plan is to 
crowd out altogether a great many an- 
cient names which ought to be noted, and 
as Chinese characters take up considerable 
room, -anuther incidental result is to lead 
tothe printing of the black characters im- 
mediately over the red, to the obliteration 
of the latter, Not only so, but extensive 
notes and explanations instead of being 
put at the edges of the maps, where 
there is always about one-third of the 
space. vacant, are printed wherever it 
suited the fancy or convenizuce of the 
Dlock-cutter, entirely covering up hun- 
dreds of square iuiles of territory, aud in 
several caves literally stamping’ out of 
existence such important cities as Si Ngan 
Fu, and Peking, with all the country 











adjoining. These infelicities, however are 
tritling compared with another, which de- 
feats the very object for which a map is 
made, to wit, to exhibit the relative situa- 
tion of places on the earth’s surface. For 
example, under the map of the Contending 
Kingdoms, it is impossible to determi 
cither how many kingdoms are represented, 














j or what were their boundaries. 


Let us suppose, for example, that we wish 


to ascertain the situation of the state called ! 


Yen, the ‘Kingdom of Swallows,’ and of 
its capital, the Khanbalik of Kublai, the 
modern Peking. Not far from the ancient 
Yen, was the aticient Yu Chou, the modern 
Tungchow, which. is about twelve miles 
east of the capital. Now by a minute 
inspection of some forty-tive of these 








I maps, we discover that in eizhteen of 


thei neither of the cities Yen and Yu is 
marked at all. In eight of the remaining 
naps Yen is noted, but not Yu, in others 
Yu but not Yen, and in only nine are both 
to be found. Judging then from these 
phenomena only, one would suppose these 
ancient cities to have been like a modern 
revolving lighthouse, visible only at in- 
tervals, and at intervals of great irre- 
gularity. But this is not all. “Sometimes 
Yeu is called Yen Kuo (the State of Yen), 
and sometimes it appears to be merely the 
city. In the map representing the ‘Seven 
Kingdoms,’ Yen has gone east about one 
geugtaphical degree, and is perched on the 
Great Wall, while some centuries later it 
weut as much to the northwest, though 
still adhering to the Great Wall, and is 
called * Eastern Yen,’ fully justifying by 
rapid flight its name’ of the ‘Swallow Ca- 
pital.’ But if Ye ripatetic, Yu Chi 
was not less 8 the ten tines 
which it emerges, it contrives to make a 
complete circuit of the modern Peking, ap- 
pearing now on the east, then south, south- 
west, northwest, and north, its movement 
Dearing some resemblance to the revolu- 
tion of the constellation Crsa Major about 
the Polar Star, though in a reverse direc- 
tion. But it must have been some time 
defore even this erratic orbit was adopted, 
for in one of the earlier maps Yu Chou has 
qone eastward abvut seven degrees, and is 
discovered calmly seated at the edye of 
what is now the barrier between Corea and 
ive 

Teis, we repeat, singularly augge 
circumstance, that a peuple so exceptiv 
ly conservative of the past as the Chine 
should have 80 few enduring monumedts of 
public works. All that can be said ty eome 
under this head are the Great Wall, the 
Grand Canal, the walls of cities, and river 
embankuients. ‘The Great Wall is doubt- 
less a wonderful monument of human 
energy, and it has been remarked that 
it is the only artificial structure which 
would arrest attention in a hasty survey 
of the surface of the globe. But the 
Great Wall has been subject to con- 
stant renewals, so that it is impossible to 
determine the real age of any particular 
part, and throughout a large portion of its 
course it is reduced to a mere heap of rub- 
ble. The same questions of identity of 
structure which occur in regard to. the 
Great Wall, are constantly suggested by 
the many hundred city walle all over the 














































































empire. Few of them can be proved to be 
of any great age, all of them are subject to 
constant renewal of the external facings, 
and nny of them have been moved bodily 
from one place to another at irregular in- 





a time when no canals of importance 
existed in Europe. But it has long 
since been allowed to go to ruin, a ruin 
hastened by the great T'ai-p'ing rebellion, 
and by the disasters caused by the alter: 
tion in the course of the Yellow River more 








than thisty years ago. It is still frequently 
described #s capable uf ‘accommodating 
ships of the largest burden,” and as “lined 






with granite throughout a great part of its 
course, but the travelier who views the 
northern terminus of the ‘Grand Canal’ at 
Tieutsin, is disappointed to find that the 
nartow stream which passes under that 
name, is not a tanal and is not grand, 
Should he pursue his travels for three, 
hondred miles further to the city of Lin- 
ch'ing-chou in Shantung, he would find the 
true *Grand Canal’ a mere mud ditch, a 
rod or two in width, with barely sufticient 
water to float a mudscow! River embank- 
ments of . considerable antiquity exist in 
China in great numbers, and of great length. 
‘The utter neglect in which they are ordi- 
natily left, is alternated in the rainy season 
with most frantic efforts to keep them in 
repair. The usefulness of these works is a 
matter as to which there is difference of 
opinion, but there cau be little nt from 
the proposition that it is remarkable that 
the Great Wall, the Grand Canal, city walls 
and river embankments, should constitute 
‘the only crystallised’ and accumulated 
labours of the Chinese people, through all 
the ages of their residence in China,” 














NOTES FROM NATIVE PAPERS. 

Three years ago a charitable institution 
called the Yiih ng Trang, or Infant Re- 
fuge, was established at Foochow, with the 
objectof rearing female infantsof poor people, 
who, without this help, would have recourse 
to the crime of female infanticide which 
has attained to terrible dimensions in and 
about that great city. Already this charity 
has saved the lives of hundreds of innocents 
who would without its help have infallibly. 
been drowned. It may be said that if 
people cannot affurd to rear their own 
daughters, they might confide them in in- 
fancy to the care of the houses into which 
they are betrothed. But this, when tried, 
has ved nothing wore nor less than 
consigning them to bitter slavery. as man} 
parents in China act as if they thought it 
a duty to cruclly oppress their son's wives 
when they arrive at the paternal house 
even as grown-up women, and all the more 
when they are brought in as helpless 
chiviten. ‘There aie, says the proverb three 
classes of people who take the palm for , 
cruelty; stage actors, towards their ap- 
prentices ; brothel-keepers, to girls sold to 
them to be brought up to a life of disgrace; 
and gavlers, towards their prisoners ; but 
these step-mothers are, we think, as bad as 
any of the three.—Shén Pao,

In 1872 the dock was sold 
by Messrs. Farnham to us, Messrs. Farn- 
ham having acquired it in’ the meantime. 
On the 6th December, 1872 they transferred 
the dock to us. The defendant Simpson 
was in Messrs. Farnham & Co.'s at the 
time, but he is uot mentioned in the decd. 
On the same date, 6th December, we under 
‘an arrangewent, leased the dock to Messrs. 
Farnham & Co., and this arrangement has 
been continued since. Mr. Simpson's 
name did not appear on the lease, 
and he is not bound by that deed, but 
before the lease made by us. to Farn- 
ham & Co, had run out a new lease 
was made on the 17th May 1875, which 
was to run from the Ist October 1874 
for 12 years. In that lease cf 1875 Mr. 
Simpson is mentioned as a partner in 
Messrs. Farnham & Co. and he has been 
the lessee ever since. ‘The next lease is 
the lease under which we are now suing. 
‘That was terminated under very peculiar 
circumstances. The first of the two leases 
bound the lessees to keep the place in per- 
fect repair. 4 wew lease was made on the 
30th June 1884. That is the present 
This Tease was in exchange for a 

lease. l understand, to get the new 
, Mr. Simpson applied to the sole 
director (Mr. Francis), the present plaintiff, 
to call a meeting of the Pootung Dock 
Company to consider whether the new 
ease should be granted. But the director 
did not think such a step necessary, and 
suggested that if the shareholders thought, 
it necessary to call a meeting to grant a 
new lease they could take steps under the 
Deed of Settlement to calla meeting. The 
wrote back to say that they did not thin! 
they would get enough shareholders for 
that, and also that they wanted. to pull 
down certain buildings on the premises and 
put them’ up anew, leave for which was 
ranted. ‘This was in the middle of 1883. 
in January 1884 they had obtained the 
signatures of a number of the share- 
holders to a requisition calling upon the 
director to convene a meeting. This 
requisition contained the signatures of 
several shareholders who had obtained 
their shares not later than the 10th of 
the preceding month. ‘The meeting was 
held and by manipulating the shares, 
the defendant was able to carry out his 
wishes, and in a few months, the share- 
holders transferred their shares again to the 
partnorsin Messrs. Farnham & Co. and also 
to defondant’s wife. Therefore that lease of 
1884 was a lease imposed upon us, dictated 
by Mr. Simpsun, so that he is not entitled 
to any equitable claim under it. At the 
time when that lease was made it was 
customary for one of the partners in Mossra. 
Farnhami & Co to be at the annual meeting 
of the shareholders in the plaintiff Co. 
and to make a statement as to the condition 
of the Dock, and this statement was so 
relied upon, that the shareholders did not 
keep any especial watch on the Dock, 
‘but left it to Messrs. Farnham & Cv. 
In 1888 a meeting of the shareholders was 
held, and Messrs. Farnham did not attend. 
Some movement in the shares caused the 
director to enquire what the condition of 
the dock was, and a letter was written to 
Messrs. Farnham & Co. on the subject. 
‘Then for the first time he learned that the 
dock was in bad repair. A great deal of 
correspondence passed as to who ought to 
make the repairs. We say that from that 
time, we have not lost a moment, aud have 
done all we could to repair the property. 

His Lorpsite—What was the date of 
the plaintiff's application for information 
as to the state of the dock ?

Witness read an extract from the minutes

Cross-oxamined by Mr. Routxsox—I 
was the sole director of the ‘Old Duck 
Company” I think from some time in 1882, 
F have continued sole director till now. I 
was a shareholder before I became director. 
I became a shareholder in 1881. At that 
ime I was not aware that the dock 
had burst several times or any time. It 
would recall nothing to my mind if I heard 
the dock burst in 1879. "I had a general 
idea that the shareholders in the company 
paid for sundry repairs to the dock. 
suggested that if the shareholders wished 
they could call an extraordinary meeting 
to consider Messrs. Faruham's latter of the 
19th May, 1883. I did not think it was in 
the interest of the shareholders to call a 
meeting in January 1884 to consider the 
proposition, I simply thought it would not 
e for their interest, and I exercised my 
judgment against theirs. I did not think 
that they were lout fide shareholders. I 
mean by a bone side shareholder a man who 
buys the sharés on his own account. I 
would probably consider all shareholders 
on the list as bona file shareholders. 
I may have passed the duck between the 
middle of 1887 and the end of that year, 
in daylight when I could see the premises, 
Ido not think I had been past it for some 
weeks prior to the general meeting in the 
beginning of 1488. I aim almost sure I 
went up country about the end of 1887 and 
passed the dock, but that would beat night 

think.—Referring to the minute book— 
the words the “chairman stated that the 
works had been executed in a most satis- 
factory manner” referred to some works on 
the pumps, ets, which Mr. Simpson, Mr.

half yearly statement is inade up. I do 
| not know whether a cash book or ledger is 
‘kept by the Company. On the 3lst De- 
cember 1885 the Company had a deposit 
eipt for Tis. 1,200 for the first time 
ithin my knowledge. I should uot eall 
that the commencement of a reserve fund 
to meet accidents to the dock, though it 
might ultimately be used for that purpose. 
T should not say that such was the idea 
with which this deposit was made. Tt 
| was made for the sake of ebt interest 
{on the amount which there was no im- 
| medinte prospect of using. We did not dis- 
| tribute it amongst the shareholders because 
| we usually paid 10% which generally left 
‘a small balance that was paid away for 
| varions things. None of the sharcholders 
' suggested that this Taels 1,200 should be 
ided. Seven hundred Taels was further 
deposited on the Ist Feb. 1886, About 
the 3ist Dec. 1887 we placed a further sum 
of Taels 1,000 on deposit. We had then a 
| deposit of Taels 2,900. A reserve fund must 
| be ordered by the shareholders. I had no 
authority to start a reserve fund for repairs 
in case of accidents to the dock. Thave no 
doubt that if it was not called for any 
other purpose it could have been used as a 
reserve. I ordered it to be put on deposit, 
with the sole idea of drawing interest upon 
the sum named. If it had occurred to me 
to form a reserve fund I would have asked 
the shareholderstoput by a largerdeposit. Tt 
never occurred to us to divide this Tls. 
2,900 amongst the shareholders. It subse- 
quently became necessary to erect. a coffer 
dim for the repair of the dock, — We 
paid Tis. 2,250 for this, and that amount 
was taken from the deposit of Tls. 2,900. 1 
cannot say if at the meeting of the 6th 
March, 1884, Mr. Simpson proposed to 
inorease the rent by ‘Ils. 500 a year to form 
the nucleus of a Reserve fund. Supposing 
Mr. Lewis said that Mr. Simpson made 
such a statement, I would believe it. I 
don't say he did not make it. 

You remember the letter of the 16th 
Jan, 1884, in which Messrs. Farnham & Co. 
proposed certain works to be done on cer- 
tain conditions ?—Y; 

That letter contained their suggestion 
that cortain works were absolutely neces- 
sary —Yes. 

‘The old and worn-out pumps, boilers and 
houses to be taken down and to be replaced 
with new ones, in a satisfactory manner ?— 
Yes. 

Did you not understand these words to 
mean that the godown and dwelling house 
were to be pulled down and rebuilt by us in 
a satisfactory manner ?-—Yes. 

Did you not understand that work to have 
been already done? 

I think so 

Mr. Rontxsos—That is with reference to 
the expenditure of the Tis. 20,000. The 
godown and house to be rebuilt’ by us in a 
satisfactory manner—“already done by us” 
is in parenthesis. ? 

‘That I understood to haye been done. 

Cross-examination continued—I cannot 
say who wrote the minutes of the meeting. 
They were written up in the secretaries’ 
Messrs. Myburgh and Dowdall’s office. 
‘The secretaries took the minutes. They 
were entered in the minute book and signed 
by me at the following meeting. 

Mr. Rosixsox handing witness the 
minutes of the meeting of the 6th March 
1884, asked him of it was correct to say as 
there stated, that he reiterated the state- 
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letter of the 28th Feb. 
to the shareholders, which had been circu 
lated. 

Cross-examined continued—I did not 
go through the letter at the meeting, 
so that it is a mistake to say I 
reiterated the statements of the letter, 
‘Mr. Simpson having corrected me in his 
speech.

Mr. Gapuret Jastes Mornisox sworn 
deposed—I am a civil engineer.

I spent 6 years with 
Mr. Niel Robson in Glasgow and went 
ty London in 1863, and entered the office 
of Mr. Brunlees afterwards Sir James 
Bownlees, President of the Institution, 
with whom I remained 11 years. The 
works I saw in Glasgow were principally 
railway works and works connected with 
the dredging of the Clyde. Towards the 
end of my time with Mr. Brunlees, I was 
his principal assistant. He had a very large 
general business including pier, harbour,

dock at King’s Lynn in Norfolk and another 
at Avonmouth, near Bristol. ‘These were 
floating docks, both constructed in suil very 
similar to the soil here.

and nothing less than was necessary to put. 
the dock into repair, Early in March I 
made a fuller specification. ‘That was on 
the .7th March, and at the request of the 
plaintifis. The works which are now being 
carried out are generally in accordance 
with the first specification. That specitica- 
tion included a coffer dam, and recom- 
mended a special design for the coffer 
dam. The coffer dam was afterwards 
made, but with some modifications. Some 
of these repairs I would consider would fall 
upon the tenants. In certain cases { would 
have permitted the use of Oregon pine 
instead of hardwood and I would not have 
asked for so much woodwork, a smaller num- 
ber of piles in the construction of the en- 
trance. I saw another specification of a cof- 
fer dam prepared by Capt. Roberts on behalf 
of 8. C. Farnham & Co. It provided a 
cheaper one, and was not to be constructed 
at the samo stage of the works as the one 
proposed in my specification.

kept in bad repair, “I refer to the whole of 
the dock entrance 

Would you say there was a burst of any 
sort from any unforeseen course? 

If I was asied I would say that there 
did not appear to have been a burst of any 
| kind at all, and further I would not con- 
| sider that the dock got into the state in 
which I saw it from any unforeseen cause. 
When I saw the dock I consider it would 
have been impossible to put the entrance 
in repair by any ortinary patching, “Had 
the leaks through the dock heads been at- 
tended to they could have stopped the leaks 
through the sides. When the coffer dam 
was put in, aud I had an opportunity of 
examining it, Lfound that the caisson chcse 
was out of plumb, the top being more than 
two inches foreed into the dock. ‘The 
caisson itself got pressed out of shape. 
The giving way of the caisson arose prin- 
cipally from weak construction, and partly 
from its not being kept in as good repair 
as it might have been kept in. It would 
have heen a work requiring some care to 
keep the caisson chase in its place, if at- 
tefided tu from time tu time, but not a 
work of any extraordinary dificulty. I 
should not describe the accident, or the 
state of affairs existing, as a burst, but 
yhould say that the dock had reached an 
unserviceable stage by a gradual giving way 
extending over a long period. It was not 
a case of the work standing for a time and 
then suddenly giving way. ; 

Could anything you saw be called owing 
to an unforeseen occurrence in 1882 oF 
1883, by people understanding docks? 

I feel perfectly confident from what I 
saw in 1888 that the condition of the dock 
must have been well known in 1883 and 
1884. ‘Tenants in’possession for five years 
must have known its condition. The at- 
tention of the tenants ought to have been 
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first attracted by a moyement of the sides 
or bunding as a whole into the stream and 
not in small portions. That does not refer 
to the dock proper, but it wonld be an 
indication of the state of the structure. I 
consider that had no direct effect upon the 
dock. Imean by that I do not consider 
the giving way of the chase was caused by 
the giving way of the bunding. Leaks 
through the mud ina dock like this were 
almost sure to begin gradually, being very 
smull at first, but mud here is such that it 
in quickly washed away once a leak begins. 
Manifestly they could be stopped much 
more casily if attended to at first. Their 
tendency is to get worse and worse. ‘They 
affect the wood work indirectly, by depriving 
itotsupport. There war concrete inside the 
sill in January which was absolutely useless. 
Tt must have beew very bad atthe beginni 
and then was little better than mud. After 
the coffer dain was in place I found some 
concrete outside the sill in such good con- 
dition that I determined to leave it What 
concrete was inside the sill could be seen 
whenever the duck was dry. ‘There was 
some planking on the top of it, but it eould 
be lifted up in two minutes without inter- 
fering with the structure of the duck. 
Ordinary graving docks m Ei 
elsewhere are built of stone and brick, and 
require little watching, but ti 
in ‘mud must be watched constantly, sud 
require weekly looking after, About a 
dock of that class there are usually a la 
number of workmen, who in their spa 
time are employed in keeping the dock 
order, and when they are too busy, other 
men must be employed to keep the duck 
in repair. I should say that the dock m 
sometimes be comparatively dry and 
others leak very much, from the shift 
the structure. ‘The leaks would be gre: 
at high tides and lower at neaps. If L 
considering on behalf of the tenant a repail 

ing clause 1m a lease, I should say that one 
month would not. suffice for the rep 
necessary, 1 should have looked forward to 
Digger repairs than could have been made 
ina month. I would say that three months 
would have been sufticient. Thave been fre- 
quently at the dock during the repairs and 
saw the old work as it was exposed. I still 
think from what I saw during this last year, 
that the character of the dock must have 
deen known in 1883 and 1884, and T saw 
nothing during the repairs that’ would lead 
me to alter that view. ‘That answer cones 
very nearly to that there was nothit 
in ‘general which could not have been for 
seen four or five years ago, I produce two 
accounts from Messrs. Farnham & Co. to 
the Pootung Dock Co, one of which is 
dated 22nd January, 1889, and headed 
“Detailed expenditure re Pootung Dock ;” 
Thave unde an aunlysis of these accounts 
and have been to Farnham & Co., on the 
subject. These accounts fairly represent 
certain items in Messrs. Farnham’s books, 
and contain items which may be fairly inelud- 
ed under the expenditure of the Tis. 20,000 
and also sume large items not connected 
with the maintenance of the dock including 
monthly pay to the foreign foremen uf 
about $190 more and wages to workmen 
and otherwise connected with the docking 
of ships and not altogether with the main- 
tenance of the dock. I consider that 
putting dates out of the question they have 
spent Tis 20,110 on works under the eoven- 
ant. ‘The total amount of this account is Tis, 
26,369 which shows in round numbers Tis, 
6,250 spent in umintenance, to Le added to 
that is their propertion of the monthly 
expenditure of $250 of which there is no 
note, and which from special information I 
would put down at Tis. 20a month from 
July 1884 to 3ist Dec. 1887, which would 
make about Tis. 840 expended in mainte- 
nance. Including this Tls. 6,250 the total 
spent on maintenance would be Tis. 7,000 
in 34 years or about Tis. 2,000 year which 
would not be a Proper amount to expend 
on such a dock as this, which is subject to 
decay and knocking about from use, T 
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would think that Ts. 1,000 a year would 
have been sufficient to meet the last item. 
‘The wharves, except the plankin; 
flooring, were ina very bad state in Ji 
‘The lower wharf was in the worse condition 
| of the two. Lattribute that condition tothe 
ordinary decay of timber in the first in- 
stance, and secondly to the original short- 
ness of the piles which never been 
long enough. There is a breakwater im- | 
| mediately below the dock, and the river 
bank has been here washed away to a great 
extent. (Witness explained the damage 
by aid of the photographs of the place, | 
before mentioned,) IT have been informed 
nd believe it to be true that these piles 
about ten years ago showed the low water 
mark, On the outer line on plan B. is the 
present low water mark ; from that to the 
next auer line is deposited mud from the 
river which took place after the building ia 
1877 of the large breakwater further down. 
The tlood tide has much more influeuce 
than the ebb along that part of the shore. 
When T saw the dock in January the end 
of the breakwater was broken away, aud 
the stringers showed signs of rottenness. 
Both of these defects have since been made 
good by the lessees. It had had the effect 
of protecting the lower end of the property, 
| but not the upper part of the wharf, 
should have liked to have seen it twenty- 
tive feet longer, when it would have been 
inore effective, and long enough to protect 
the whole of the dock property. The 
document (produced) describes the action 
of the tide, and the cflect of the break- 
water.

Mr. Twombly’s works are of the same 
nature, but much stronger, and at the lower 
or Shanghai end of his property, he is also 
building a jetty between this point and the 
lower end of the Dock, whiel act as 
another Breakwater, and we believe from 
what we see of the effects of Messrs. Farnham 
& Co.'s work, that Mr. Twombly’s works will 
greatly benetit that Dock’s premises and will 
not only prevent any further eating away of 
the Bank but will cause the land to fill in 
through deposit and back eddies, and thereby 
secure the Dock property from any further 
‘encroachment by the river. 

In view of the benefit we consider the Dock 
will receive from Mr. Twombly’s construc: 
tions, we recommend that the Dock Company 
should contribute Sh. Tis. 1,500 towards the 
cost of such works. We would also strongly 
recommend that Mr. Twombly should sheet 
pile the lower face or Shanghai side of the 
small jetty above mentioned, which in our
